AUSTRIAN LOSSES EXTREMELY HEAVY

—Holding their lines intact along 
virtually 
all 
of the ninety miles 
of battle front from the Adriatic to 
the Asiago plateau, the Italian and 
allied armies appear to have givi n 
the Austrian armies a serious set­ 
back. 
Approximately one million 
Austrians have been held along the 
Italian front, but have gained little 
except along the Piave, where their 
progress is too slow lo be threat­ 
ening to the allies’ positions. 
Frightful losses have been inflict­ 
ed on the Austrians where the prin­ 
cipal fighting has taken place. 
In 
the mountainous country where the 
British have b een holding their po­ 
sitions solidly, thousands of the en­ 
emy have perished, while they have 
paid heavily for every 
foot 
they 
have advanced 
along 
the 
Piave 
front. 
In the Montella area on the 
Upper Piave tile Austrians seem to 
have gained a foothold on the west 
bank of the river. North of Zenson 
lo o p and to Ga po S ile, low ar down, 
they have also moved westward, 
bul their greatest gain does not ex­ 
ceed two or three miles. 
The vital mountain sector on the 
upper reaches of the Brenta has 
not been broken. 
On the contrary, 
the British claim to have defeated 
the foe. As long as this line holds 
the stability of the Italian line is 
assured unless a 
serious 
breach 
/'should be made along the Piave 
river to Treviso and Montebelluna. 
There are hints of a counter of­ 
fensive iii reports from Italy. 
Suc­ 
cess of the Italians two weeks ago 
in the mountainous country west of 
Lake Garda and evident concern of

battlefield 
Heavy firing by German artillery in 
the Ancre valley and northward to 
Serre is reported by tin 
British. 
It is on this part of the front a 
German attack has been expected 
by the allies and the German bom­ 
bardment may be a prelude to the 
enemy’s resumption of 
action 
in 
France.

Six of these were Norwe­ 
gian, one British and the remainder 
American.

A Night of Dissipation. 
D uring the first two days I spent 
with Huyliger after I had first arrived 
in the big city, lie had told me, among 
other things, of a moving picture show 
in town which he said I might have a 
chance to see while there.

While trying to make up my mind 
w hether it was safe for me to go in I 
walked half a block past the place, and 
when I turned hack again and reached 
the entrance with my mind made up 
that I would take the chance I rnn full 
tilt Into a German officer who w'as just 
coming out. 
T hat settled all my hankerings for 
moving pictures that night. 
“Where 
you came from, ray friend,” I figured, 
“there must he more like you! I guess 
it is a good night for walking.” 
The next day, however, in recalling 
the Incident of the evening before, It 
seemed to me that I had been rather 
foolish. 
W hat I needed more than 
anything else at that time was confi­ 
dence. Before I could get to the fron­ 
tier I would have to confront German 
soldiers many times, 
because there 
were more of them between this city 
and Holland than in any section of the 
country through which I had so fur 
traveled. 
Safety 
in 
these conting­ 
encies would depend largely upon the 
calmness I displayed. 
It wouldn’t do 
to get all excited at the mere sight of 
a spiked helmet. The Belgians, I had 
noticed, while 
careful 
to obey the 
orders of the Huns, showed no partic­ 
ular fear of them, and it seemed to 
me the sooner I cultivated the same 
feeling of 
indifference the better I 
would be able to carry off the part I 
was playing. 
For this reason I made up my mind 
then and there that, officers or no of­ 
ficers, I would go to that show’ that 
night and sit It 
through no 
m atter 
w hat happened. While 
people 
may 
think that I had decided unwisely be­ 
cause of the unnecessary risk involved 
in the adventure, it occurred to me 
that perhaps after all that theater was 
about one of the safest places I could 
attend because that was about the last 
place Germans would expect to find a 
fugitive English officer in even If they 
were searching for me. 
As soon as evening came, therefore, 
I started out for the theatre.

I had 
on a fairly decent pair of pants which 
Huyliger had given me and I used a 
clean handkerchief as a collar.
